icable diseases there have been 
one or two cases of scarlet fever, a 
few cases of German measles, and 
an odd cases or two of chickenpox. 
But none of them severity. 

We have given some time to the 
inspection of water supplies. Where 
the well has been drilled, and is 
deep and of sound approved con- 
struction, no fault could be found 
With the quality of the water. But 
Where the construction has been 
faulty, as so often is the case with 
shallow, dug wells, the water has 
invariably been so contaminated as 
to be quite unfit for human con- 
sumption. 

A subject which has been of 
some concern and worry to us this 
week has been the supply of milk 
and cream. These two dairy pro- 
| ducts enter intimately into the 
jdaily life of all of us. Milk, as 
| we all know, is a most valuable 
food, and cream, as well as being 
'a valuable food, is a very delect- 
able one. And as they both form 
such an important part of our daily 
diet, and both are liable to carry 
the germs of many serious dis- 
eases, the public health depart- 
ment of all provinces, and in fact 
of all civilised countries, have 
framed a variety of regulations, all 
of them designed to ensure a milk 
supply which is not only of ade- 
quate food value, but which is al- 
so free from disease. In other words 
milk and cream are controlled 
from the time the cow is milked 
to the time the product is deliver- 
ed at the customer's door. 

If there were no such control it 
would obviously be the easiest 
thing in the world to thin milk 
down by adding water, to adulter- 
ate milk and cream by the addi- 
tion of valueless or even noxious 
substances, and what would be 
even more serious, to supply milk 
from diseased cows or to contam- 
inate it by contact with dirty ves- 
sels and containers, 

Quite unthinkingly the public 
accepts many things designed for 
its benefit without realizing the 
thought and planning and work 
which have gone into measures 
framed for its safety. We take our 
daily milk supply for granted, and 
give little thought to the regula- 
tions which have made it safe for 
us, 

It is of course quite impossible 
in a short article of this nature to 
give more than the barest outline 
of such regulations, But anyone 
interested may obtain a book of 
Regulations from the Provinci 
Board of Public Health in Edmon- 
ton, They make interesting read- 
ing. And they go all the way 
from providing that all cows are

And it is 
only thanks to. efficient public 
, health measures that typhoid and 
the paratyphoid fevers, together 
with the different bacillary dys- 
enteries, have not caused more 
human distress, suffering and 
death. 

To ensure a high standard of 
quality of milk and cream and 
freedom from any of the diseases 
mentioned, the places of produc- 
tion of milk, of handling, and of 
distribution, must be known to the 
public health authorities. The reg- 
ulations therefore provide for the
